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THE CIAR ALEXANDER MURDERED.

4 Bloody Day in the Russian Capital—The Emperor
Mangled by the Exploston of a Bomb—
A Crime That Shocked
All Europe.

Ahout noon yesterday the statement that
thie Emperor of Russis had bean assassinated was
quietly cireulated in officisl olrcles, but for some
{ime it was impossible to find any person who bad
gny knowledge of the particulars of the tragic
gvent. During the afternoon & representative of
Tus Repipiicay called at the residenee of Mr.
Bichel Burtholeme!, the Russian Minister, and
learned that the embassy had been officially ap-
prised of the assassination.

The oniy yasticulars conveyed by the briefcable
dispatch received by M. Bariholemel are sub-
gantislly £s follows:

The Emperor attended mass yesterday morning,
g was his habit, and after the services were overhe
antered hiscarrisgeand proceeded tothe usual Sun-
deyreviewotthe troops. Returning from thereview
{ie imperin carringe had nearly reached the pal-
gce gates, when the sssassins seized upon the op-
portunity efferded by the crowd and the neces-
garily elow movements of the vehicle, The first
bommb thrown fell squarely in the carriage and ex-
ploded with tercible force, bus, wonderful to say,
without injuring the royal inmate. Everything
was, of eourse, thrown into the wildest con-
fusion, aud the Emperor sprang from the car-
risge. Me bed barely reached the parement
when 8 ~-cud bomb was thrown which exploded
directly a1 bis ieet, terribly mangling his limbs
amd the Jower purt of his body. The horror-
prricken attendanis rallied and bore the insensible
body of theiz roval master within the palace. It
"pessly un bhour before life was extinet, but
during that period the Emperor did not regain
gonscinoistieas, The assassination occurred about
Lall-past thiee p. m., St, Petersburg time. M. Bar-
tholemie sixfedd 1t the first intimation of the as-
sassinuflon was received by him from Secretary
Blaine, who hed been officially adyised by the
Americin Minister of the ocenrrence. He nitrib-
wtes the delay in his telegrams (o the demoraliza-
tion Incident to the assas=ination.

The promptness with which President Garfield
and Seoreiary Blaine acted in the matterof send-
ing an ufiicial dispatch of condolence is owing to
the fact that the Czar was the very first of foreign
polentates 1o express sentiments of regret when
Presideni Linccla was so brutally sssassinated.

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THE MURDERED CZAR.

Skeich of Wis Career—The House of Ro-
manoil, .

A dispaich yesterday afternoon brought
the information that Alexander IL, Czar of the
Russias, had at last fallen by the hand of the
ASsassin,

Thus has pagsed away, in storm and violence of
bloodshed, dying by the hand of an assassin, the
life of & Prinee which, upon hisaccession to power,
began amid the kindest and brightest influences,
beloved of his subjeets, a promise of uninterrupted
progress through peace and love to the happy
close of a guist and patural death-bed. History
records few parallels to the life of this unhappy,
unfortunate monarch. Coming to an empire whose
people regarded his person as sacred, in being the
temporal vicegerent of their God, and bending
all the energies of 8 mighty nature to the ameliora-
tion of that people’s condition, and uplifting them
to greater happiness, wider freedom, and brosder
prosperity than they had ever known, he quits it
by the hand of an assassin, and after years of such
harrassing persecution as must bave made lifes
u]v;mdium burden and death itself a grateful
relief.

He was the eldest son of Nicholas, and was born
April 29, 1518, in the reign of his uncle Alexander
I, %o whom in character and career he bore & véry
strong resemblancs. As & boy and young man he
preferred the softer iInfluences of intellectual cul-
ture and taste to the stern regimen of military dis-
cipline forced on him by his father. This predi-
lection for clvil, rather than military, life wasop-

posed to all the traditions of the Russian court.

Gloomy forcbodings prevailed respecting the pros-
peects of the Crown Prince, whose succession it was
feared might possibly ba defeated by the old Rus-
sia or Muscovite party.

On the death of Nicholas-however, Alexander
was immediately and without opposition pro-
claimed Emperor of Russia. When the Crimean
war closed he reduced the army to the lowest
limits compatible with the dignity and safety of
the empire, and made vigorous efforts to place the
national finances on a firmer basis and to promote
commercial prosperity. Thegreatest act performed
by Alexander for his people and for humanity
wus his emancipation of twenty-three millions of
his subjects from the bondaga of serfdom, and the
publishing of the ukase liberating all serfs under
certain conditions, March 3, 1861, He liberated
the Polish serfs in February, 1864. For these acts,
if for no other, Alexander IL will appear in history
as the greatest of Russians. He trod in precisely
the same path, up to a certain limit, as his oncle,
Alexander I, and then, again like that uncle,
went backward., Kindly disposed, enlightened
and humane, he had not the sirength of character,
like his father, for examaple, to rule his warlike
nation with happiness and peace to himself.

Alexander made great efforts to further the in-
terests of education, both primary and advanced.
The most notable of his reforms, however, was the
{nauguration of elective representative assemblies
in the provinces, the first of which met in 1565, and
which, it was anticipated, would pave the way for
the Introduction of & nsational representave as-
sembly.

In March, 1857, he sold Russian-America to the
United States for £1,400,000.

Hemarried, April 28,1841, Marie Alsexandrovna,
daughter of the Grand Duke of Hesse- Darmstadt,
by whom he had a large family,

On her death, in 18%0, he married the Countess
Dolgourcff, by whom he had previonsly had sev-
eral children, all of whom had been legitimatized.
The Czarewitch, who succeeds to the throne, was
born March 10, 1845, and married, November 9,
1866, the Princess Marie Sopbia Frederique Dag-
mar, of Denmark. Alexander II’s life for the past
few years heabeea threatened with assassination
in every possible way that human ingenuity,
stimulated by hate, was able to devise, The first
attempt was April 16, 1836, when he was entering
his carriage at St. Petersburg. The second was at
Paris, June 8, 1567, by Berezowski, & Pole, who
fired into the carriage in which the Czar was
seated with his two sons and the Emperor Napo-
leon. For the past few years attempts at assas-
sinatlon have been =0 many it is impossible to
enumerate them here.

THE NEW EMPEROR:

Something Aboul the Successor ito the
Rawmsian Throne.

The Czarewitch is hardly so tall as his

fathier was in his bast days, but he must be nearly,
if not quite, six feet in height, and is remarkably
deep-chested and broad-shounldered, with all the
appearance of great strength. His light-gray eyes
resemble those of his mother's relations at Hesse-
Darmstadt more than his father, who has
the derk-blue eyes (such es the French call blue-

black), which are to he seen in the pictures of

Alexander L., Paul, Peter the Great, and several
other members of the homse of Romanoff. In
figure and general style he is also like his unele,
the late Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt. The
shape of his head, which is abova the average
slze—as with maost of his family—is rather pecu-
liar; one of those only fitted by a large hat,
which wlhien worn appears out of proportion to
the comparstively small face below. A phrenolo-
gist would say it was & shape betoking great
energy aud strength of will, with a talent for
mathematics. His forchead is high; but the
organs of veneration, firmness, and self-esteem
aro most largely developed, This form of head
may have been produced, according to the

Darwinian theory, bv soveral generations
of despotlc power, as Alexander II. has
more of it than is genemlly scen, though

not as much ®= his son. A amall mouth,
with extremely good teeth, which he only
shows when he Imsughs, is the Czarewitch's
best feature; his hair is aubumm, and his com-
plexion very fair. In Et. Petersburg he usually
sppears most correctly atiired in uniform: but
when enjoying & hollday among his wife's rela-
tions he may be seen In & very logse washed
suit of shepherd’s plaid, a black tie, a white
hat, and with neither gloves, ring nor watch, That
he hes been no carpet-soldier is evident from the
marks of frost-biies on the third and fourth fingern
of his left hand, and a slicht scer on his temple,
where a bullet grazed his head in one of the bat-
tles In the Turkish war.

The Czarewitch is very popular in Copenhagen,
whare he and the Princess Dagmay, as she is
still fondly called by the Danes, walk about the
town together fin the most unceremoniona man-
ner, and are always ready to fake their part
in any popular entertainment during the long
visits swhich they periodically pay at her
father's eourt. It also speaks well for him that
he is supposed 10 require no extra amusement
there, bt o be perfectly hapoy, leading =a
simple life with his wife and children, roaming
about in the park apd spending quiet evenings
in ghe castle.

THE WAR DEPARTMENT CLERKSHIPS.

Appolniment Clerk H;I_hcm an Ex-
° planation.

The following statement of the history

of the recent temporary appointments under act

of March 3, 1881, bas been furnished by Major

| Noah, who was appointment clerk under Secretary

Ramsey. He has been relieved at his own request,
and ordered to report for duty to the Department
Quartermaster in this city, being a quartermaster's
ngent. The statement, which has the approval of
the late Secretary of War, I3 as follows :

“ Pending the passage of the bill Secreiary Ram-
sey was besieged by legions of place-bunters, and
importuned by many Congressiaen on behslf of
friends and eonstituenis whose appointment in the
War Office wasdesired prior tothelrexodusand be-
fore the close of President Hayed' administration.
During the past year, being a political year, many
quasi promises of consideratdon for vacan-
cies had béen made by Secretary  Ramsey
to varions Senators and Congressmen which
could not be fulfilled atan eariier moment, The
Secretary directed Major Noah, the sppointment
clérk, to make up a list of the most pressing cases,
taking into consideration a8 far % was possible an
aqual distribution among the several States, with-
out proscription, and giving preference to ex-sol-
diers and sailors. This list was made up and
placedin Secretary Ramsey’s hands on the 2d of
March, and the Secretary called upon President
Hayes and President-eleet Garfigld, and asked in-
structions as to whether he should direct any of
these appointments, or leaye them for hissuccessor.
President Hayes gave his assent to mak-
ing these appointments, and also Presi-
dent-elect Garfield, the latter requesting that a
few places might be kept open for him. These
clerkships are but temporary, and were to be con-
tinued in force, only “until otherwize ordered,”
‘which meant that they would expire at the end of
the fiscal year, June 30, 1881, the appropriation
being immediately available would then beex-
hausted. The commissions all read “to continue
in force until otherwise ordered,” leaving the ap-
pointments open for action of Secretary Liocoln,
as he might desire, _

‘Secretary Ramsey directed the appointment of
as many on thelist as was possible to be app ed
among the States as nearly as m be, but keep-
ing places open as requested by President Garfield.

The order was signed by him og*farch 3, 1881. The

ticulars, to provide for other pressing cases, and
two appointments were made for President Hayes,
and one upon the order of President Garfield.
These appointmeonts were all signed by Chief
Clerk Crosby, under specific Instructions from
Secretary Ramsey—the appointments in the War
Department, perhaps, illegally, but by long estab-
lished custom being signed by the chief elerk, in
lien of—as in other Departments—by the Secretary.
All the appeointees were sworn in office by Chief
Clerk Crosby, as a notary public.

“When Secretary Lincoln arrived the facts were
laid before him by Secretary Ramsey, who fur-
nished his suecessor with & list of the appoint-
ments and the history of each case, ns shown by
the papers, and Secretary Lincoln expressed his
satisfaction with the coume pursued. The ap-
pointment clerk, Major Noah, made up the list as
directed by the Secretary, and only performed his
official duty, no more, no less. When this list was
in preparation the moms of the appolntment
clerk were packed with eager seekers for place,
begging and imploring to be given some work,
each one narrating his tale of distress and the suf-
ferings of his family. Congressmen pressed their
special cases upon the Secretary’s atiention, and
the situation was painful in the extreme. Of
ecourse many had to be disappointed, and this may
account in part for the incorrect staternents pub-
lizhed.

“The total number of clerks allowed the Adju-
tant-General's office was twenty-five, of which
fourteen have been appoioted, also one messanger,
who wee appointed at the request of the Adjntant-
General himself.

“Thetoial number of clerks ailowed the Snrgeon-
General's office is forly, of which thirty-one have
been appointad, also one messenger, one watch-
man, and two laborers. These temporary employ-
ments are graded at $1,000, 3900, and §7%), under
act of 1578, section 3, volume 12 United 2tates Stat-
utes, page 169. Thera were nogeneral service clerks
appointed, and the list was selected from over
2500 applicants, a very large proportion being
cases of charity, and coming down to the present
time from the era of Secretary Ramsey's first ap-
pointment in the Cabinet, No one was appointed,
save in ona2 or two cases, who was not in very
needy cireumstances, and some were absolutely in
a starving condition.”
